Grand  Jury  Pressures  Lesbian  Feminists

Two  New  Haven  women,  EllemGrusse 
and  Terry  Turgeon,  were  found  in  con¬ 
tempt  of  the  grand  jury  last  week;  they 
repeatedly  refused  to  answer  questions 
put  to  them  by  the  federal  grand  jury 
about  their  connections  with  FBI-wanted 


BOSTON-FagFa#,  a  gay  male  journal, 
announced  the  receipt  of  a  $1 ,500  grant 
from  the  Coordinating  Council  of  Literary 
Magazines.  The  CCLM  is  an  organization 
which  works  to  support  American  litera¬ 
ture  through  a  program  of  grants  to  non¬ 
commercial  literary  magazines.  These 
grants  provide  editors  with  some  freedom 
from  the  hazards  of  the  marketplace  and 
a  greater  independence  to  pursue  literary 
ends.  The  purpose  of  Fag  Rag  is  to  nour¬ 
ish  and  encourage  a  gay  consciousness, 
and  to  provide  a  vehicle  for  voices  that 
would  otherwise  be  repressed.  The  paper 
tries  to  interweave  essays  and  commen¬ 
tary  with  plays,  poetry,  reviews,  short 
stories,  artwork  and  photographs. 

The  grant  from  CCLM  is  to  support  the 
continued  publication  of  Fag  Rag.  Re¬ 
ceipt  of  the  grant  is  contingent  on  the  ac¬ 
quisition  of  matching  funds.  Most  of  the 
matching  funds  have  already  been  pledged, 
but  the  support  of  the  community,  by  ei¬ 
ther  making  a  new  subscription  or  a  dona-

GCN  received  the  above  news  release 
from  Fag  Rag  and  went  out  to  talk  more 
with  Charlie  Shively,  a  member  of  the  pub¬ 
lication  since  its  conception.  Shively  told 
GCN  that  they  had  already  received  an 
anonymous  donation  of  $500  toward  the 
matching  funds,  and  expected  to  be  able 
to  achieve  the  remaining  $1 ,000  with  lit¬ 
tle  difficulty.  Volunteer  labor  for  the  pa¬ 
per  may  be  credited  toward  the  goal,  and 
all  positions  on  the  paper’s  staff  are  volun¬ 
teer. 

Shively  further  told  GCN  that  although 
the  grant  is  not  necessary  to  continue  pub¬ 
lication,  that  the  funds  will  be  used  to 
print  a  larger  paper,  to  print  a  more  “pro¬ 
fessional-looking”  paper  (i.e.  using  a  type¬ 
setter  instead  of  a  typewriter)  and  to  in-

for  five  years;  now  all  those  whose  lives 
came  into  contact  with  the  women  are  un¬ 
der  investigation  by  the  FBI. 

Since  Saxe  and  Power  lived  and  work¬ 
ed  in  counter-culture  and  feminist  com¬ 
munities  (teaching  karate,  working  in  a 
health  food  store,  patronizing  women’s 
gay  bars,  etc.)  feminists  and  lesbian-fem¬ 
inists  like  Grusse  and  Turgeon  now  find 
themselves  facing  jail  terms.  Now  Grusse 
and  Turgeon  are  appealing  the  contempt 
conviction.  If  their  appeal  is  denied,  they 
go  to  jail  this  week. 

The  women  have  refused  to  speak  be¬ 
cause  of  “an  absolute  moral  belief  that 
the  investigation  the  government  is  engaged 
in  violates  our  basic  constitutional  and  hu¬ 
man  righ-ts,”  they  said. 

The  contempt  citation  culminates  a 
month-long  investigation  into  the  private 
lives  of  Grusse  and  Turgeon.  In  mid-Jan¬ 
uary,  they  and  their  families  were  ques¬ 
tioned  by  FBI  agents  about  their  acquain¬ 
tances  and  activities  in  the  Hartford  Wo¬ 
men’s  Liberation  Movement.  Within  two 
weeks  of  their  refusal  to  cooperate  with 
agents,  Turgeon  and  Grusse  were  called  be¬ 
fore  a  regular  federal  grand  jury.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  the  women,  the  grand  jury  asked 
sweeping  questions  about  roommates, 
friends,  house  guests,  visitors  and  conver¬ 
sations  since  1970;  their  personal  corres¬ 
pondence  for  the  four-year  period  was  al¬ 
so  subpoenaed. 

Invoking  their  constitutional  rights, 
Turgeon  and  Grusse  refused  to  answer 
such  broad  questions.  In  a  subsequent  re¬ 
quest  for  immunity,  thereby  removing  the 
women’s  fifth  amendment  right  not  to 
testify.  Still  contending  that  the  grand 
jury’s  questions  were  illegal,  Turgeon  and 
Grusse  again  refused  to  respond. 

They  were  required  to  present  cause  in 
court  as  to  why  they  should  not  he  held 
in  contempt.  Their  attorney  David  Rosen 
told  the  court  that  the  immunity  did  not 
protect  the  two  women  from  one’s  state¬ 
ments  being  used  against  the  other  at  a 
later  date.  He  requested  that  the  two  wo¬ 
men  be  given  the  same  immunity  as  a 
married  couple  because  of  the  intimacy 
and  commitment  of  their  relationship.  He 
also  said  that  the  grand  jury  should  not  be 
doing  the  job  of  the  FBI  by  questioning 
people  in  connection  with  a  criminal  case. 
The  court  still  ruled  that  the  women  were 
in  contempt,  and,  again,  if  their  appeal  is 
denied  this  week,  they  will  be  incarcerated 
until  they  decide  to  talk  to  the  grand  jury. 
They  are  not,  however,  criminals  charged 
with  a  crime.  They  are  witnesses,  now 
treated  as  ciminals  because  they  have  been 
found  in  contempt  of  court. 

Both  Grusse  and  Turgeon  felt  that  the 
“marriage”  issue  detracted  from  the  real 
problem.

Grusse  told  GCN  that  she  does  not  be¬ 
lieve  in  marriage.  She  felt  that  using  the 
term  “intimate”  brought  in  the  sexual  as¬ 
pect  of  the  case  which  the  papers  like  to 
exploit.  However,  she  said,  she  felt  that 
gay  couples  should  have  the  same  rights 
as  heterosexual  couples  are  allowed.  She 
felt  that  the  term  “commitment”  was  bet¬ 
ter  than  the  term  “marriage.” 

Turgeon  said  that  she  did  not  want  the 
marriage  issue  to  detract  from  the  real 
problem.  She  said  the  major  point  is  that 
this  is  an  abuse  of  the  grand  jury.  Allow¬ 
ing  the  grand  jury  to  use  its  legal  power  to 
question  people  who  may  have  known 
criminals  is  allowing  the  state  power  to 
oppress  alternative  communities.  Suppos¬ 
edly,  the  FBI  is  looking  for  the  fugitives, 
but  this  gives  them  a  chance,  she  said,  to 
Find  out  about  all  people  in  the  gay  com¬ 
munity. 

Since  the  FBI  may  have  used  wire-tap¬ 
ping,  and  since  the  grand  jury  has  the  right 
to  ask  for  all  personal  correspondence  to 
gain  information,  any  member  of  the  gay 
community  may  have  their  phone  conver¬ 
sations  recorded  or  their  correspondence 
subpoenaed,  merely  for  knowing  the  wo¬ 
men  who  may  have  known  the  fugitives. 

Grusse  warned  readers  that  people  do 
not  realize  that  they  do  not  have  to  an¬ 
swer  FBI  questions.  If  you  lie  in  answer, 
however,  then  you  can  be  prosecuted,  she 
said.  “It’s  unfair,”  she  said.  “The  FBI 
can  lie  to  you,  but  you  cannot  lie  to  them.” 

Both  Grusse  and  Turgeon  want  to 
thank  the  gay  community  for  the  support, 
moral  and  otherwise,  that  they  have  re¬ 
ceived.

CAMPAIGN  TO  ADD  SPONSORS 
TO  GAY  RIGHTS  BILL 

HR-166,  “a  bill  to  prohibit  discrimina¬ 
tion  on  the  basis  of  affectional  or  sexual 
preference”  has  been  introduced  in  the 
U.S.  House  of  Representatives  by  Bella 
Abzug  (NY),  Ed  Koch  (NY),  John  Burton 
(Cal.).  Pete  McCloskey  (Cal.)  and  Robert 
Nix  (Pa.).  The  bill  will  amend  the  1964 
Civil  Rights  Act  to  protect  gay  people  in 
the  areas  of  employment,  public  accom¬ 
modations,  public  education,  and  federal¬ 
ly  funded  programs. 

Efforts  are  being  made  to  add  more 
sponsors  to  the  bill.  Already  Ben  Rosen¬ 
thal  (NY),  Ron  Dellmus  (Cal.),  Michael 
Harrington  (Mass.),  Steven  Solarz  (NY), 
Fred  Richmond  (NY)  and  Pete  Stark 
(Cal.)  have  asked  to  have  their  names  add¬ 
ed  to  the  bill.  Any  other  possible  spon¬ 
sors,  should  be  asked  to  contact  the  NGTF 
in  New  York  or  to  call  directly  to  Bella 
Abzug's  office  in  Washington.

GAY  MAN  WINS  SECURITY 
CLEARANCE 

LOS  ANGELES.  CA-Francis  Tabler 
Jr.,  a  computer-scientist  working  for  the 
Air  Force  on  unclassified  contracts,  has 
received  a  security  clearance  from  the  Of¬ 
fice  of  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  Defense.. 
Tabler  who  is  open  about  Lis  homosexual¬ 
ity,  needed  the  security  clearance  in  order 
to  continue  with  his  work.  The  govern¬ 
ment’s  argument  rested  on  the  fact  that 
homosexual  acts  are  illegal  in  California, 
and  that  Tabler  would  be  open  to  black¬ 
mail.  Tabler  argued  that  he  considered 
laws  against  sodomy  to  be  moral  imposi¬ 
tions  on  him  as  an  individual  and  called 
them  “non-laws.”  He  swore  to  the  hear¬ 
ing  that  he  conducts  his  sex  life  with  con¬ 
senting  adults  in  privacy,  and  that  his 
openess  about  being  gay  precludes  any  ef¬ 
forts  to  blackmail  him.  The  decision, 
which  was  handed  down  by  Richard  S. 
Farr,  government  examiner  in  the  case, 
noted  that  Tabler’s  sexual  preference  is  in 
po  way  inconsistent  with  the  national  in¬ 
terest,  and  that  he  is  of  upstanding  moral 
character.  It  is  the  first  time  government 
security  clearance  has  ever  been  given  to  a 
gay  person. 


GAY  COUPLE  GETS  MARRIAGE 
LICENSE 

PHOENIX,  ARlZ.-(77ie  Gayzette)  The 
granting  of  the  first  marriage  license  to 
homosexuals  in  local  history  has  stirred  up 
heated  controversy  in  conservative  Phoe¬ 
nix.  A  license  was  issued  to  Sam  Burnett 
and  Tony  Secuya  by  a  reluctant  County 
Clerk  because  there  was  nothing  in  the 
state  law  which  allowed  the  license  to  be 
withheld. 

Last  week,  State  Representative  Donna 
Carlson  announced  that  she  had  drafted  a 
change  in  the  state  marriage  law  to  forbid 
homosexual  marriage.

EDELIN  SUPPORTED 

BOSTON  A  small  but  determined 
group  of  gay  marchers  participated  in  the 
two  demonstrations  in  support  of  Dr.  Ede- 
I in  in  Boston  last  week.  Edelin,  a  doctor 
at  Boston  City  Hospital,  was  convicted 
Feb.  15  of  manslaughter  while  performing 
an  abortion.  The  first  demonstration  was 
called  with  little  publicity  for  Monday  af¬ 
ternoon  at  the  Park  Street  MBTA  station. 

A  telephone  tree  was  organized  and  approx¬ 
imately  1 500  appeared.  The  "One  Strug¬ 
gle  Many  Fronts”  Banner  was  flown  and 
was  used  again  in  the  demonstration  on 
Wednesday  at  noon  at  the  Suffolk  County 
Courthouse.

MCC  TASK  FORCE  ESTABLISHED 

BOSTON-MCC/Boston  is  working  to 
create  a  Task  Force  on  Human  Sexuality 
which  will  write  a  working  paper  on  a 
Christian  theology  of  sexuality  exploring 
what  sexuality  can  mean  for  Christians  in 
the  modern  world.  The  Task  Force  has 
been  discussed  and  planned  for  over  two 
months  by  the  MCC  Council  on  Ministries. 
An  introductory  sermon  was  given  on 
Sunday,  Feb.  2  by  the  Rev.  Jeffrey  Pull¬ 
ing.  Associate  Pastor. 

The  Task  Force  will  read  and  study  pa¬ 
pers  and  books  already  written  by  other 
religious  groups  and  theologians,  but  the 
primary  input  will  come  from  weekly  raps 
on  sexuality.  The  raps  arc  held  every 
Tuesday  evening  at  8  p.m.  (except  the 
first  Tuesday  of  each  month)  at  131  Cam¬ 
bridge  St..  Boston.  Over  40  persons  in 
the  Boston  area  (professors,  ministers, 
youth  workers,  psychologists,  counsellors) 
have  been  invited  to  serve  as  resource  per¬ 
sons  for  these  rap  sessions.  Spccifice  top¬ 
ics  arc  set  each  week,  such  as:  sexual  ethics, 
sexual  identity,  problems  of  intimacy,  ag¬ 
ing,  male-female  dialogue,  bisexuality, 
feminist  theology, coming  out,  etc.

SCIENTIFIC  ASSOCIATION 
ADOPTS  GAY  RIGHTS  RESOLU¬ 
TION 

The  presiding  council  of  the  American 
Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Sci¬ 
ence  adopted  a  resolution  January  31  stat¬ 
ing  that  the  Association  “deplores  any 
form  of  discrimination  on  the  basis  of 
sexual  behavior  between  consenting  adults 
in  private.”  In  order  to  give  the  resolu¬ 
tion  greater  substance,  the  Association 
charged  the  AAAS  Committee  on  Oppor¬ 
tunities  in  Science  with  responsibility  for 
implementation.  That  committee  already 
works  to  eliminate  discrimination  among 
other  disadvantaged  groups  such  as  racial 
minorities  and  women. 

The  work  to  pass  the  resolution  was 
done  by  Dr.  Walter  Sheppe,  Associate 
Professor  of  Biology  at  the  University  of 
Akron  and  Dr.  Bruce  Voeller,  Executive 
Director  of  the  National  Gay  Task  Force. 


PRUDENTIAL  INSURANCE  CO. 
OF  AMERICA  ALLOWS  “LOVER” 
AS  BENEFICIARY 

On  February  10,  the  Prudential  Insur¬ 
ance  Company  of  America,  in  a  reversal 
of  its  previous  decision,  accepted  the  de¬ 
signation  of  “lover”  for  the  relationship 
of  a  beneficiary  on  one  of  its  policies. 

In  early  January,  Richard  Wandel, 
President  of  the  Muttachine  Society  Inc. 
-of  New  York,  filed  a  request  to  change 
the  beneficiary  on  his  life  insurance  poli¬ 
cy  to  Richard  Formo.  He  listed  Mr.  For- 
mo  as  his  “lover”.  The  company  refused 
the  application  and  instructed  Mr.  Wan¬ 
del  to  fill  out  a  new  form  designating  Mr. 
Formo  as  a  “friend”. 

In  a  letter  to  Prudential  on  January 
27  Mr.  Wandel  refused  to  submit  a  new 
application  noting  that:  "A  man  who 
shares  my  life  and  bed  as  does  Mr.  For¬ 
mo  is  hardly  a  simple  friend.  He  is  my 
lover.”  Demanding  that  the  original  ap¬ 
plication  be  accepted  Mr.  Wandel  stated: 
"Gay  men  and  women  in  our  society 
have  for  too  long  been  the  objects  of 
bigotry  and  discrimination,  one  thing  we 
have  learned  is  that  we  cannot  allow  such 
discrimination  to  continue  whatever  form 
it  may  take.”  Mr.  Wandel  also  noted  that 
a  copy  of  his  letter  was  being  forwarded 
to  Mattachine  attorney  David  Landay. 

On  February  10,  the  Prudential  Insur¬ 
ance  Company  of  America  accepted  the 
original  application  with  the  lover  desig¬ 
nation  intact. 

In  a  statement  to  the  press  and  media 
Mr.  Wandel  encouraged  gay  people  to 
“say  no”  to  discrimination  wherever  it 
appears  and  no  matter  how  small  it  may 
seem.

Tribute  to  Howard  Brown

New  York  University’s  Loeb  Auditori¬ 
um  was  filled  to  capacity  Feb.  17  for  a 
memorial  celebration  entitled  “Howard 
Brown:  A  Tribute.” 

Dr.  Howard  J.  Brown,  founder  of  Na¬ 
tional  Gay  Task  Force  and  New  York  City’s 
first  Health  Services  Administrator,  died 
earlier  this  month  of  a  heart  ailment  at  his 
New  York  home. 

People  from  all  over  the  country,  includ¬ 
ing  many  nationally  known  gays  involved  in 
the  gay  movement,  were  present  at  the  m 
memorial  celebration.  Carole  Walter,  re¬ 
presenting  the  1975  New  England  Gay 
Conference,  stated  “it  was  a  memorial  cele¬ 
bration  where  you  would  expect  a  lot  of 
crying.  Well,  there  wasn’t.  It  was  a  cele¬ 
bration  everyone  wished  Howard  Brown 
would  be  present  for.  That  was  the  only 
sadness.” 

The  keynote  speaker  was  Francis 
Dougherty  of  NGTF.  She  spoke  of  the 
work  done  by  Dr.  Brown  and  its  effect  on 
all  gay  people  and  the  movement.  Follow¬ 
ing  Dougherty  was  a  presentation,  the 
“Gay  Liberation  Scene”  from  the  play 
“Lovers”  by  Peter  Del  Valle,  now  an  Equi¬ 
ty  Production.

There  are  so  many  dedicated  people  and 
groups  in  Connecticut  working  for  the  gay 
cause  that  media  attention  is  the  least  they 
deserve.  Yet  most  people  I’ve  asked  shy 
away  from  submitting  news  or  relaying  in¬ 
formation  because  they  claim  they  “have 
no  talent  for  writing.” 

Being  a  polished  journalist  isn't  neces¬ 
sary,  though  having  a  basic  interest  in 
spreading  the  news  of  gay  liberation  in 
“The  Constitution  State”  is  what  really 
counts.  The  good  folks  at  GCN  in  Boston 
can  work  miracles  through  editing,  but 
first  they  must  have  the  information.  If 
you  can  lend  a  hand  (no  matter  how  small),

crease  distribution.  Another  important 
goal  will  be  to  fulfill  a  wish  stated  in  an 
“unmanifesto”  printed  in  Fag  Rag  VI. 
That  wish  being  “...to  share  ourselves  and 
to  provide  a  place  where  other  faggots 
might  wish  to  sing  about  themselves. 
Hopefully  our  readers  will  find  echoes 
and  reverberations  of  themselves  in  our 
own  writing  and  will  respond  to  us,  not 
by  accepting  everything  we  write,  but  by 
loving  us  for  taking  the  time  and  energy 
to  write  for  other  faggots.” 


Allan  Spear,  a  state  legislator  from  Min 
nesota,  spoke  on  how  proud  he  is  to  be  out 
and  known  as  being  gay.  David  Goode- 
nough  of  Kent  State  University  and  a  Gay 
Liberation-Frontier  leader  spoke  about  his 
first  meeting  with  Dr.  Brown.  Brown  was 
perturbed  by  a  kiss  from  Goodenough  at 
the  close  of  a  meeting  in  Ohio.  It  was 
Brown’s  first  public  display  of  his  being 
gay  in  his  hometown.  In  return,  when 
Goodenough  came  to  speak  in  New  York, 
Brown  was  the  first  to  publicly  kiss  him. 

Ms.  Isabel  Miller,  author  of  the  lesbian 
love  story,  “Patience  and  Sarah,”  and  Dr. 
Martin  Dubennan  of  NGTF,  alternately 
read  excerpts  from  Dr.  Brown’s  yet-to-be- 
published  book.  The  excerpts  dealt  with 
Brown’s  observations  and  comments  on 
homosexuality. 

Concluding  the  memorial  celebration 
was  a  song  piece,  “Ordinary  Things”  from 
“The  Faggot,”  a  play  written  by  A1  Car¬ 
mines.  The  two  women  singing  were  Lee 
Guilliatt  and  Essie  Borden,  accompanied 
by  A1  Carmines  on  the  piano. 

“The  celebration  for  Howard  Browr. 
was  indeed  a  celebration,”  said  Carole 
Walter.  “There  was  a  conference  reception 
at  NGTF  offices  before  and  after  the  cele¬ 
bration  where  a  conscious  effort  was  made 
to  introduce  me  to  many  of  those  present 
at  the  celebration.”  Carole  Walter,  a  coor¬ 
dinator  of  the  upcoming  New  England 
Gay  Conference,  spoke  to  many  gay  not¬ 
ables  and  was  able  to  confirm  their  appear¬ 
ances  at  the  New  England  Gay  Conference 
scheduled  for  March  14-16  in  Province- 
town.  This  year’s  New  England  Gay  Con¬ 
ference  is  dedicated  in  memory  to  Dr. 
Brown. 

The  tribute  to  Dr.  Brown  lasted  about 
one  and  a  half  hours  and  was  described  by 
Ms.  Walter  as  “a  well  put  together  and  very 
enjoyable  event.”

Gay  Women 
in  the  Lights 


BOSTON— A  scene  from  a  lesbian  film 
entitled  “Monday  Morning  Pronouns”  will 
be  shot  at  the  Citadel,  Sunday,  March  2  at 
7:30  pm.  The  scene  to  be  filmed  is  a  bar 
scene  and  will  require  the  talents  of  about 
30  lesbians— dancing  and  having  a  good 
time. 

The  film  “Monday  Morning  Pronouns” 
deals  with  the  internal  and  external  strug¬ 
gle  involved  in  the  lesbian  experience— the 
coming  out  and  coming  to  terms  with  one’s 
identity.  The  film  explores  the  real  feel¬ 
ings  of  the  lesbian  woman  who  is  confront¬ 
ed  with  societal  pressures  in  direct  con¬ 
flict  with  her  feelings  of  love  and  intimacy 
for  another  woman. 

“Monday  Morning  Pronouns”  is  a  film 
with  a  two-fold  purpose:  it  is  to  be  used 
as  an  educational  tool  to  inform  the  mass 
audience  about  the  nature  of  lesbianism  as 
a  valid  alternative  lifestyle;  and,  it  is  a  film 
for  lesbian  women  to  celebrate  with.  Many 
gay  women  have  already  contributed  their 
creative  abilities  and  skills  in  the  making  of 
this  film  in  order  to  convey  a  collective 
feeling  in  the  lesbian  community.  The  ten¬ 
tative  date  for  completion  of  this  film  is 
mid-May,  1975. 

Women  who  would  like  to  participate  and 
those  who  would  like  to  watch  are  invited 
to  join  in  the  filming  festivities  this  Sunday 
night  at  the  Citadel.  No  one  will  be  filmed 
without  permission.  It’s  time  to  come  out. 


911  Charges 


that  an  analysis  of  the  tapes  of  all  calls  to 
the  91 1  number  shows  that  the  police  res¬ 
ponded  within  13  minutes  of  the  first  call. 
The  first  call  was  registered  at  2:52,  and 
the  police  arrived  at  3:00.  Mr.  Hayes  re¬ 
ports  that  this  delay  is  standard  in  such 
cases. 

As  reported  in  last  week’s  GCN,  the  in¬ 
cident  took  place  early  Saturday  morning, 
Feb.  1 5,  at  the  Pizza  Pad,  272  Cambridge 
St.,  Beacon  Hill.  Crowded  with  patrons  of 
Sporter’s,  a  nearby  gay-patronized  bar,  the 
Pizza  Pad  became  the  scene  of  a  brawl  be¬ 
tween  patrons  and  a  group  of  approximate¬ 
ly  a  dozen  youths  from  Charlestown.  The 
incident  had  definite  racial  and  homopho¬ 
bic  overtones. 

Hayes  also  told  of  the  arrest  of  one  19- 
year-old  youth,  who  was  booked,  and  con¬ 
tinued,  on  charges  of  “being  a  disorderly 
person.”  Three  people  required  medical 
attention;  one  was  treated  for  contusions, 
one  was  unconscious,  and  the  other  had 
knife  lacerations.

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To  the  GCN: 

For  once  let’s  be  honest  with  ourselves. 
Overt  racism  is  a  daily  fact  of  life  in  the 
Boston  white  gay  community.  The  ma¬ 
jority  of  the  GWMs  in  the  Boston  region 
are  the  most  racist  and  uptight  group  of 
men  that  any  Black  gay  brother  could 
ever  expect  to  encounter.  If  the  GWMs 
of  Boston  REALLY  desire  social/sexual 
segregation  along  racial  lines,  they  should 
come  out  of  their  closets  and  admit  the 
fact.  Toward  the  development  of  gay 
apartheid,  GWMs  could  place  “White  On¬ 
ly”  notices  over  the  doors  of  the  various 
gay  bars  in  the  city. 

Being  both  Black  and  gay  in  Boston 
right  now  is  hell.  A  Black  gay  brother 
will  discover  the  same  equal  amount  of 
prejudice  and  racism  in  the  gay  white 
community  as  he  would  expect  to  find 
among  the  “straight”  white  citizens  of 
South  Boston  and  Hyde  Park.  An  even 
worse  situation  is  the  stiff  wall  of  racist 
distrust  built  around  Boston’s  levi/leather 
scene. 

I  speak  only  on  behalf  of  myself.  I’m 
just  sick  and  fed  up  with  being  insulted 
by  GWMs  of  this  town.  Only  in  Boston 
have  I  been  addressed  as  a  “nigger”  IN¬ 
SIDE  a  gay  bar.  While  serving  as  an  Ar¬ 
my  officer  during  the  war,  I  had  to  sadly 
witness  many  of  my  gay  Black  brothers 
die  in  bloody  combat  in  the  rice  fields  of 
Viet  Nam.  What  in  the  hell  did  they  die 
for? 

It  makes  little  difference  if  a  Black 
gay  male  resides  in  Massachusetts  or  in 
Mississippi — the  situation  remains  the 
same.  Life  in  Amerika  has  never  been 
easy  for  gay  Blacks.  However,  gay  Black 
Amerikans  have  endured.  We  have  sur¬ 
vived.  We  are  strong  and  growing.  We 
will  not  quietly  go  away. 

Since  the  age  of  twelve,  I  have  taken 
pride  and  comfort  in  my  blackness,  my 
homosexuality,  and  my  masculinity.  I’m 
thankful  for  the  love  and  support  given 
me  by  my  family,  friends,  and  my  form¬ 
er  wife,  Barbara,  in  the  writing  of  this 
letter. 

At  this  point  in  Boston’s  history,  the 
white  gay  community  can  ill  afford  the 
luxury  of  racism.  As  the  result  of  living 
in  the  Boston  area  for  the  past  two  years, 
I’ve  lost  all  respect  for  the  gay  movement. 
Maybe  at  some  point  in  the  future  I  will 
await  the  day  when  I’ll  be  honestly  able 
to  view  gay  white  males  as  brothers  in 
the  struggle  instead  of  seeing  them  as  my 
oppressors.

If  so,  your  answer  in  GCN 
to  the  previous  item  on  churches  was 
well  written  and  perceptive.  Much  of  the 
writing  in  GCN,  particularly  some  of  the 
features,  is  surprisingly  good,  much  better 
than  I’ve  come  to  expect  from  the  non¬ 
professional,  non-establishment  papers. 

“Mom  and  dad,  of  course,  told  me 
about  your  involvement  in  the  gay  life 
last  summer.

Dear  Em:  Homosexual  is  the  only  noun 
which,  like  a  verb,  is  conjugated.  The  so¬ 
cially  approved  form  for  males  is  “I  am 
gay,  you  are  a  queen,  he  is  a  screaming  fag¬ 
got.”  For  females:  “I  am  a  Lesbian,  you 
are  slightly  butch,  she  is  a  stompin'  dyke.” 

Dear  Auntie:  My  friend  Joe  Upfront  says 
that  there  is  only  one  way  to  be  a  self-res¬ 
pecting  homosexual,  to  be  far  out  in  all 
areas.  1  say  I  need  to  work  out  a  pattern 
for  myself  as  I  go  along.  Who  is  right?

Dear  Quer:  Why  waste  energy  thinking 
for  yourself  when  there  are  so  many  gay- 
er-than-thou  types  who  will  tell  thee  exact¬ 
ly  what  thou  shonldst  be  doin?  And  tell 
you,  and  tell  you,  and  tell  you!  On  the 
other  hand,  even  Ann  Landers  will  tell 
you:  “The  closet  is  the  place  for  homo¬ 
sexuals  if  they  want  any  chance  for  happi¬ 
ness.” 

Dear  Auntie:  In  most  of  the  Boston  gay 
organizations  open  to  both  faggots  and 
dykes,  us  dykes  are  in  a  minority  and  the 
faggots  arc  in  the  majority.  Why?  Edward. 
Dear  Edward:  If  it  makes  you  feel  better,

only  proper  inference  to  be  drawn  f  rom 
liberationist  rhetoric  is  that  the  more  re¬ 
pressive  the  society,  the  more  creative  peo¬ 
ple  it  produces.  For  proof,  see  how  the 
gay  lib  movement  flowered  in  the  Age  of 
Nixon. 

Dear  Auntie:  I’ve  been  out  only  a  few 
months,  but  I  have  been  bothered  by  the 
way  gays  seem  to  be  always  putting  down 
other  gays.  Why  are  they  so  icky-poo?  I 
try  to  be  tolerant  of  human  differences. 
Nellie. 

Dear  Nellie:  Gays  have  liberated  the  old 
adage  “Kill  a  queer  for  Christ.”  It  now 
reads  “kill  another  type  of  queer  for  your 
own  self-esteem.”  For  some,  the  target  is 
drag  queens  or  the  leather  set;  for  others, 
trans-sexuals  or  lesbian  mothers;  for  still 
others,  diesel  dykes  or  those  who  are  (al¬ 
legedly)  “too  straight”  or  “too  closety.”

But  in  over  a  year  and  a  half  as  a  self-styled 
“closet  activist,”  I  have  at  times  been  fed 
up  to  the  gills  with  what  used  to  be  called 
cant  and  is  now,  by  a  generation  younger 
than  mine,  commonly  termed  bullshit. 
Perhaps  through  satire  we  can  purge  our 
minds  of  our  self-generated  quota  of  it. 

And  if  nothing  else,  a  few  manic  moments 
may  help  all  of  us  to  take  outselves  a  little 
less  seriously.
